The protective tariff is a device for 
. 


enhancing the "home price of the arti- 
:los it covers by a tax on commerce, 
iv forcing tbe body of citizens to pay 
ributo to producers at home. These 
iroauccrs may be capitalists or di- 
rectors of industry, or they may be 


laborers who (.outribute effort only 


without responsibility for tbe way in 
which eiTort may be applied. It mat- 
ters not whether capitalists or labor- 


either or both, actually profit at 


vour expense or iniue. 
The law in- 


tends that they shoald do so. It is a 
breach of the principle of equality bo- 
fore the law that either should thus 
nroflt. 
As a matrer of fact, there is 


ittle gain to the laborer, because con- 
tinned immigration brings him new 
competitors and because he is in his 
turn one of the general public who 
suffer from the commerce tax. 
As 


wages are raised, so is the cost of liv- 


For the director or employer of 


labor the case is on the average not 
much better, because the cost of his 
product is enhanced by the 
tariff 


taxes on everything which enters into 
his process of manufacture. In so far 
as a tariff is successful it is -virtually 
prohibitory. That the" evils of prohib- 
itory tariffs arc so little felt is due to 
the fact that our country is a world in 
itself, with tmtaxed trade throughout 


district comprising nearly half the 


specialised production area of the 
globe. 
Yet within1 this favored area 


it is possible sometimes to corner a 
product or to monopolize production. 
To this end the tariff naturally lends 
it=eif. though it would be unfair to de- 
clare it to be the parent of all trusts. 
It is enough to recognize that its gen- 
eral purpose is tbe same—the develop- 
ment through legal means of indus- 
trial and economic, monopoly, the en- 
richment of a class or of a group or 
classes at the expense of the citizens 
at large. 
This is theoretically con- 


trary to American policy. If the prin- 
ciples of our republic in regard to ex- 
clusive privileges are right, then the 
theory and the practice ot" the protec- 
tive tariff are wrong. 
That it works 


through the method of indirect taxa- 
tion disgukes bat does not justify its 
iniquity. 


The tariff is defended on the ground 


of tbe value iO a growing nation of in- 
fant industries, of diversified econom- 
ics. We may iiof deny that at times 
there has been a financial- gain to the 
community through taxing the farmer 
to build up the manufacturer. 
It is 


not politically right or just to do this, 
but if it wore the policy in practice 
assumes the form of a vested right 
which becomes in time a 
vested 


wrong. 
Around these vested rights

So the deal- 
ers have applied to the general ap- 
praisers to allow the hides to come in 
free.

.rule that the hides have been ''manu- 
factured" abroad by removal from the 
cattle on which they vrere ''grown" 
and so are not entitled to free entry 
does not yet appear.

LOSING POPULATION. 


Emigration From the United States 


In Excess of Immigration. 


Figures issued by the felted States 


government show that in the year end 
ing June 30, 190S. only 687,000 alien 
immigrants entered the United States 
as compared with 1.300,000 during thi 
preceding year. 
That this decline o 


nearly 50 per cent in immigration has 
taken place since the panic of last Oc 
tober is shown by figures given out by 
the -steamship companies, stating tha 
only 180,586 aliens have arrived in th( 
six months following Jan. 1, 1908, as 
compared with 739,748 during the same 
six months of last year. 


At the same time the emigration 


from the United States back to En 
ropean countries has increased arnaz 
iiigly. 
The steamship companies are 


said to have records of the sailing of 
377,044 aliens returning to 
foreign 


homes in the first sis months of 1008 
as compared with 155,792 who wen 
in the first half of 1907. It will thus 
be seen that many more working peo 
pie are going back to Europe than are 
coming to the United States. 


These facts at once emphasize th 


very serious character of the industria 
depression existing during the pas 
nine months and show that but for 
this 
unexpected 
and unaccustomed 


movement of people out of the coun- 
try the suffering from hard times and a 
congested labor market would have 
been much greater. 
This emigration 


barometer seems to indicate in the 
minds of foreign, born Americans a 
suspicion that the tariff w ill not be 
able to give the United" States any 
advantage over Europe in the relation 
of wages to the cost of living.

provisions of the law are carried on 
and to arrest all violators. All police 
officers are also given the same pow- 
ers.

places one liable to a fine of from 
to §50 or a maximum sentence of 90 
days in the county jail or both. The 
law goes into effect next Tuesday, 
September 1.
